French; some of their West India islands fell 
into our hands; the French more successful 
at the end of the campaign; Toulon surren 
dered again to the French; though they lost 
several men of war, and their magazines were

ercising great cruelties among the people; the 


combined armies. were obliged to retreat in 


every...part ;. Holland threatened ; Hastings's 
trial finished, but sentence deferred; seditious 
practises discovered, and a bill brought in to 
Suppress them, by detaining suspected persons; 
several were committed to the tower, on a sus- 
picion of high treason, and afterwards tried; 
the Dutch began through fear to treat with 
France for a peace; the Habeas Corpus act 


suspended; à marriage concluded between the. 


Prince of Wales and Princess Caroline of Bruns- 
wick; the debts of the Prince taken into con- 
sideration by Parliament, and means for liqui- 
dating them adopted; the French crossed the 
river Waal, which was frozen over by the 
very great severity of weather, and took pos- 
session of several States of Holland; the stadt- 
holder fled to England with his family ; the 
Dutoh formed an alliance with the French, and 
changed the form of their republic ; at the 
close of the campaign, the Austrians were 


more successful; the English troops returned 


to England; Spain next made peace with 
France; nearly seven thousand Emigtants be-

ing landed on the French- coast, to assist the 
insurgents; were surprized, and most of them 
either killed ar made prisoners; Lord Brid- 
port took thtee ships of the line from the 
French, off Port L' Orient; the Cape of Good 
Hope and Trincomale were taken by the Eng- 
lich from the Dutch; the French constitu- 
tion was changed to two Councils and five 
Directors; sentence of acquittal passed on 
Warren Hastings, after a trial which had lasted 
seven years; a determination to carry on the 
war; a treaty of commerce ratificd with Ame- 
rica; his Majesty insulted going to the hause 
of lords, and something like a bullet discharged 
against his coach; proclamation for magis— 
trates to prevent all improper mcetings, and 
bills introduced for that purpose; an ineffec= 
tual attempt was made to try the minds of the 
Directory, respecting peace, and Mr. Wick» 
ham sent over for that purpose; some more 
Dutch possessions in India fell into the hands 
of the English; the French were very suc— 
cessful in Italy under Buonaparte, and at the 
close of the campaign were nearly at Vienna; 
most of the German states sued for peace; 
the petty war, between the Maroons and En. 
6s glish 
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gliſh in Jamaica, was ended by the conquest of 
the former; some French ships appeared off 
Ireland, but could not land from the weather, 
the test of the fleet were dispersed, and several 
lost; war was declared by Spain against this 
country ; lord Malmsbury was dispatched to 
negotiate a peace with France, but without 
effect; the Bank was ordered not to iss ue any 
cash; the state of its affairs examined, and a 
very favourable report made; a serious mu- 
tiny broke out in the navy, which was happily 
quelled, and the offenders pumshed ; a victory 
was obtained by Sir John Jarvis, over the 
Spaniards, who with 15 sail defeated 27, and 
took four; the negotiation: was again renewed 
and lord Malmsbury sent to Lisle, but with no 
better success; admiral Duncan soon after 
gained a great victory over the Dutch, and took 
seven ships of the line and two frigates ; a 
solem thanksgiving for the three victories was 
appointed, and the King went to St Paul's; 
a negotiation between Austria and France 
carrying on; great threats of invading this 
country ; Malta was taken by the French; a 
very serious rebell:on broke out in Ireland, se- 
veral militia regiments sent from England;
